thin intelligence to tfife outside worl 
•would not be calculated to cause more 
than, passing comment to Pennsylva 
nla Democrats, and Republicans a 
well, this selection is particularly gig 
nlficant. 
Col. Guffey, aa one of th 


chief advisers and manipulators In th 
Democratic national campaign, will b 
looked upon with interest and curiosity 
as the prime mover in Pennsylvania in 
the great fusion movement far the cap 
ture of the legislature of the Keyaton 
state from the Republican organization 
and the possible election of Col. Guffey 
himself as a fusion candidate for Uni 
ted States senator. 


While Col. Guffey, as a member o 


Bryan's Democratic national commit 
tee's executive committee, will be ap 
pealing throughout the national cam' 
paign to Democrats to stand by thi 
Bryan ticket, in the hope of capturing 
the presidency, he will in Pennsylva 
nia be the leading figure among those 
Democrats and insurgent politicians 
•who will, under the guise of reform 
seek to lead Republicans from their 
ptyty organization to help elect fu 
elon members of the legislature. The 
Insurgents under the leacPof Martin, of 
Philadelphia, and Pllnn, of Pittsburg 
will work hand in hand with Guffey in 
the legislative fight.

He met 
President McKinley when he went to 
the national capital to confer with his 
cabinet officers relative to the crisis 
over affairs In China, Senator Penrose, 
who had a long talk with the president, 
says he is entirely satisfied with the 
outlook as far as the political situation 
is concerned. 


While In Washington Senator Pen- 


rose had a conference with United 
States Senator Nathan Scott, of West 
Virginia, who was on his way to New 
York to take charge of the Republican 
national 
committee 
headquarters, 


which will be opened this week. Sen- 
ator Scott had just returned from a 
three weeks' trip through the west and 
northwest, 
and predicts that those 


states will be carried for McKlnley and 
Roosevelt beyond a doubt 


He says this certainty of the final 


outcome, however, does not mean that 
the 
Republican campaign managers 


will take anything for granted. The 
opening guns of the campaign will be 
fired some time between the 15th and 
20th of August, and from that time 
until election day the canvass will be 
pushed with vigor. 


Senator Scott declared that he be- 


lieves that the Republicans will carry 
Colorado this fall He visited Pueblo 
during his stay in that state, and while 
there a McKinley and Roosevelt club 
was formed.

Trolley Progress.— 


Bofore the close of the year Bristol will 


undoubtedly be the soene of considerable 
trolley construction. The Bristol and Phila- 
delphia trolley line has changed hands and 
the road from Criyden to Bristol will be put 
into operation and the line extended to Tren- 
ton.

this important linejrom Trenton to Philadel- 
phia via Bristol."

Atlantic City is the most conveni- 
ent of access to us, and is juat aa good as 
any other in the land. Here we are at easy 
call to home in case of emergency, fire, sick- 
ness, accident, business or death. This is a 
great comfort in itself, and relieves many a 
mind of aorc distress in these days of death- 
dealing heat and worry.

were indeed and m fact free—free to vote; 
and see that all the acts of disfranchisement 
of the last ten years be repealed and wiped 
from the statute books where they now exist 
and are on the increase. 
Ae long as this 


crime remains to darken our laud, our flag 
and our armies should remain at home. If 
only "that large prophetic voice would make 
my rude-piped throat its choice, all ears 
should prick, all hearts should spring to 
hear me sing the burden of the Isles; the 
word Assyria knew, Damascus heard, when 
like the winds, while cedars shake, Isaiah 
spake; for I would frame a song today winged 
like a bird to cleave-a way o'er land and aea" 
to all nations to demand of China not a por- 
tion of her Empire or her people but a full 
and humble apology for the massacre of our 
citizens and representatives, and as a pe- 
nance and recompense millions of dollars in 
money to cover all the expenses and to com- 
pensate, ao far as money can, the families of 
those wh6 have been murdered. 
Our Presi- 


dent Liuooln was assassinated, Gar field was 
assassinated, assassinations are frequently 
the results of fanaticism.-religion or political 
prejudice, or bigotry or frenzy, but \ war of 
extermination or for punishment would only 
call to the dust thousands on either aide as 
innocent of the crime as we are.

Ita aoil con- 
tains everything except platina, and its syoee 
silver is distinguished for its great purity. 
History says that in their moral-- qualities 
there ia much- that is amiable. 
They have 


Jie moat ancient tongue apt ken, and except 
Hebrew theirs is the moat ancient written 
language. Their inventions in printing dale 
away book beyond those of our race; and 
literary eminence i* the surest avenue to the 
highest honora and offices of the State. They 
are very religious. They follow that laid 
down by" Ehoong-Foo-Taeu (in latin, Confu- 
cius) about 530 years before the coming of 
tbe Chrint. Therefore, China is jealous of 
-the sacred heritage, so venerable and so 
valuable. 


It ia not to oar interest ar for tbe benefit 


of mankind, that we should geek a part of 
this empire or to treeposa upon their religion 
and traditions. They can pay a, fine and that 
Is all that should be, exacted wittt their 
apology.

After a brief illness of typhoid fever Dr. 


Thomas 8. Kirkbride, one of the moat promi- 
nent of the younger physicians in Philadel- 
phia, died on Thursday in the Pennsylvania 
Hospital, aged 31 yeara. 
H/e woa a eon of 


the famous alienist, the late Dr. Thomas S. 
Kirkbride, Sr., who for nearly forty-four 
years was superintendent of tbe Pennsylvania 
Hospital for the Insane. The young man 
graduated from the University of Pennsyl- 
vania in 189?, did special work iu Johns 
Hopkins Hospital, Baltimore, and spent two 
years in advanced work at Gottingen and 
Vienna. In 1897 he returned to Philadel- 
phia, and was elected director of the labora- 
tories of the Philadelphia Polyolinio and 
College of Graduates in Medicine.. He also 
held the positions of assistant physician to 
the University Hospital and assistant path- 
ologist to the Philadelphia Hospital. 


Dr. Kiikbride was a nephew of the late 


Mablon Kirkbride, of Bristol, and waa well, 
known in the SoQWty of Friends hereabouts.
